[oTvarc Trailer Work Day, avin, ke7vHi 


We had lots of fun improving and fixing up the OTVARC Trailer. The work day convened at 
Alvin Carlson's, KB7VHI house, Saturday, September 22nd at 9:00 am. Actually, it started on 
Friday when Alvin went to pick up the trailer and discovered that it had a flat tire. Since the 
spare is somewhat bald we ended up purchasing a new tire to provide safe transport. 


The projects that we intended to complete were: cleaning the tongue and rear bumper for 
priming, and painting the door. 


Linda Sutton, KC7YTD, supervised, worked on stitchery, and tossed tools to the roof of the 
trailer. Fortunately, Home Depot is close, since KB7VHI made three separate trips for parts, 
with appropriate help from a KB7VHI son. Alvin’s project was to install some 2 inch angle 
aluminum on the roof to reinforce the box and roof and to seal the box from weather more 
effectively. Two trips to Home Depot for parts! Mel Sutton, KB7PVW, prepared the tongue and 
back bumper for priming. He and Everett Curry, W6ABM, primed both for the winter. W6ABM 
took on the door project.. Amazing how nice a new paint job makes our trailer entrance. 


Somewhere about this time, we all declared it was time for lunch and Norene Carlson, NOCALL, 
was dispatched for pizza. Boy did we pig out, with salad, pizza, pop, yogurt, and brownies, Not 
to forget the mid-morning snack of banana bread, chocolate chip cookies and coffee. We weren’t 
about to become weak from hunger. 


Earlier this year, just before field day, we discovered that the roof had leaked — and was 
leaking. To determine the extent of the damage, some of the ceiling panels were removed and 
the sodden insulation dispatched. At Work Day we checked for leakage and found no new 
problems. Apparently the sealing job that KB7VHI and Dee Lynch, K7JRB, performed was 
successful. KB7PVW and W6ABM completed the repair to the ceiling and installed new 
insulation, paneling, and molding. 


While KB7PVW and W6ABM were finishing up the interior ceiling, Jack Smithson, KA7HOJ, 
arrived and helped KB7VHI finish the install of the roof angle aluminum (can't really call it angle 
iron).

So we 
called it a day, picked up, cleaned up, and said goodbye around 4 PM. 


On Sunday KB7VHI and Norene did a few more things to complete the Winter preparation; 
Norene painted the top of the antenna box and KB7VHI added a bungee cord to control the 
folding table that is stored in the trailer closet. Good work by all and keep the following projects 
in mind for the spring work day where we will: paint the inside and outside of the antenna box, 
paint the tongue and bumper again (this time to cover the primer). 


One would think the story ends here, but no. When KB7VHI returned the trailer to its storage 
location at the East Precinct, one of the Police Sergeants wanted to know why it was stored 
there and could it find another home. Apparently they are doubling the staffing at that location 
and need the space in the parking lot. The East Precinct will be moving to a new building early 
next year and it is not clear that there will be space for the trailer.

THE YOUNGEST VOLUNTEER, piane ortiz, K2D0, The ARRL Letter 


Ten-year-old Beverly Holtz of Huntington, Long Island, New York, was distraught after hearing 

«™> of the tragedy at the World Trade Center. I slowly explained what the news footage meant," said 
her father Fred Holtz, K2PSY. "The first thing she said was that she wanted to help." Neither of 
them realized just how soon she would get the chance. About six years ago Fred Holtz revived 
his interested in Amateur Radio. Soon his young daughter showed an interest in the hobby. 
Together they studied the electronics and Beverly was especially interested in the questions on 
emergency procedures. "I told her that they were very important and you never knew when you 
would need them," Holtz said. 


Father and daughter joined the local radio club and started going to meetings. Eventually she 
took the FCC exam for the Technician license and passed! She couldn't wait for her license to 
arrive and was ready to get on the air. Beverly's new ticket finally arrived Friday, September 14, 
and she was officially KC2IKT. The next day she and her dad were running errands in the car, 
listening to an emergency net being run on a local repeater, when they heard a call go out for 
volunteers to staff a shelter as part of the response to the World Trade Center attack. "We can 
do that!" Beverly told her dad. Fred Holtz called net control and explained that his daughter was 
only 10 and wanted to help. 


"No problem," they were told. That afternoon they reported to the Red Cross shelter in Valley 
Stream, New York. Some 40 European students were staying at the shelter after being stranded 
when flights were cancelled at the nearby airports in New York City. Using her dad's hand-held 
transceiver, Beverly answered questions from net control, relayed health-and-welfare traffic and 
was the only radio operator for the entire eight-hour shift. "I was very impressed that [net 
control] treated her as an equal and that she was able to do it," her dad said. "She really had a 
trial by fire!" Beverly said that the eight hours seemed like one hour. "I can't wait to do more," 
©™ she said. "It made me feel good to help."

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PCSat Successfully Launched from Alaska, Bob Bruninga, wB4aPR 


PCSat, a US Naval Academy Amateur Radio tracking and communications satellite, was 
launched at 0240z 30 Sept! Original launch orbital elements remain within a minute or so. 
Telemetry has been heard! See TELEMETRY screen at web.usna.navy.mil/~bruninga/pcsat. 
html. Launch was from the Kodiak Alaska Launch Complex. See story in the September 
Oscillator. 


PCsat is not authorized for users at this time. It is undergoing operational check out and needs 
a clear uplink without congestion. So far we have been unable to command and load the A side 
due to all the congestion on the uplink. Please, no uplinks until PCsat is authorized for users. 
See User Service contract at the web site. 


The web site has a graphic which shows the first 4 orbits starting at separation off the coast of 
Somalia 70 minutes after launch. The graphic shows what populations of amateur satellite 
operators first heard signals. As of 0600Z we had heard of confirmations from our Launch 
Information Network of key stations. Reports have been heard from Alaska, Hawaii, the SANAE 
station in Antarctica), and South Africa. As you can see, first passes over the USA were almost 9 
orbits later the next morning. 


Originally scheduled to launch September 1st from Alaska. PCSat will augment the existing 
Amateur Radio Automatic Position Reporting System (APRS) by providing links to the 90 percent 
of Earth's surface not covered by the terrestrial networks. 


PCSat was designed and assembled by midshipmen at the Naval Academy in Annapolis, 
Maryland, to gain practical hands-on experience in support of their aerospace curriculum. The 
students worked under the guidance of Academy Senior Project Engineer Bob Bruninga, 
WB4APR -- the "father of APRS." 


WILDFIRES STRETCH NORTHERN CALIFORNIA ARES TEAM 


The wildfire rampage in Northern California took a toll on Amateur Radio Emergency Service 
resources there. Sacramento Valley-North Section Emergency Coordinator Dave Thorne, K6SOJ, 
says maintaining 24-hour-per-day operations at evacuation centers and at the Red Cross 
chapter in Chico, plus providing field operators and HQ stations for the California Department 
of Forestry and Fire Protection exhausted the pool of trained ARES operators. "As of today, 
things are beginning to de-escalate, and our ARES members are being released as appropriate," 
Thorne said September 10. 


The latest major wildfire erupted September 6 north of Lake Oroville in Butte County. Dubbed 
the "Poe Fire," it consumed more than 7500 acres, destroyed 27 homes, and prompted the 
evacuation of more than 400 residences, according to news reports. Emergency Coordinator 
Steve Kaps, N6NPN, says that the Butte/Glenn County ARES team was activated right away by 
the county emergency manager to provide emergency and auxiliary communication for the 
American Red Cross. Kaps said ARES also assisted CDF when its normal communication 
channel became overloaded. The Sacramento Valley Section mutual aid plan was activated last 
Friday, September 7, but ARES teams from nearby Shasta County already were involved in their 
own fire-related activity and unavailable. Thorne says ARES operators from Tehama County and 
from as far away as Siskiyou County were dispatched."These dedicated volunteers are to be 
commended," he said. "For some it was over a 300 mile round trip, and they pay their own 
expenses."
